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From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  in  Warmley  Rural  District  the  population  has  almost  doubled  during  the  years 
1953-1961. 


The  table  below  shows  the  birth  and  death  rates  per  1.000  population  in  each  district.  The  figures  have  been 
corrected  to  permit  comparison  with  each  other  and  with  other  parts  of  the  country,  by  the  use  of  a  comparability 
factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  This  factor  takes  into  account  the  age-sex  distribution  of  the  country 
as  a  whole,  compared  with  that  in  the  particular  district. 
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The  number  of  infant  deaths  is  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.  37.  Of  these,  73%  occurred  during  the  first  week  of 
life,  prematurity  and  congenital  malformation  figuring  largely  in  the  causes  of  these  deaths.

It  will  be  noted  that  1961  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles. 

66  cases  of  dysentery  in  Sodbury  Rural  District  and  19  in 
Mangotsfield  Urban  District  are  accounted  for  by  three  outbreaks 
which  occurred  in  two  institutions  in  the  South  Gloucestershire 
area.  The  number  at  risk  in  each  establishment,  was  considerably 
more  than  the  number  of  cases,  and  the  outbreaks  were  quickly 
brought  under  control.

It  can  be  seen  from  the  preceding  table  that  cancer  deaths 
account  for  one  fifth  of  the  total;  heart  conditions  for  another  fifth, 
and  coronary  disease  and  agina  for  a  similar  fraction.  In  addition, 
more  than  a  tenth  are  caused  by  the  respiratory  group  of  diseases 
(excluding  Tuberculosis). 

The  figures  for  coronary  thrombosis  and  lung  cancer  continue 
to  rise. 

The  following  table  also  shows  the  percentage  of  total  deaths 
caused  by  these  two  conditions  in  each  year  since  1953,  the  figure 
for  coronary  thrombosis  having  doubled  during  this  time.

The  majority  of  the  food  poisoning  cases  which  occurred  in 
the  area  during  1961  were  due  to  two  outbreaks. 

In  one,  where  some  140  people  were  at  risk,  but  only  14  cases 
occurred,  an  institution  was  involved.  The  organism  concerned 
was  discovered,  but  the  offending  food  was  not.  The  illness  was 
mild. 
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The  other  outbreak  occurred  in  the  general  population.  From 
official  notifications  and  subsequent  investigation,  it  is  known  that 
some  70  to  80  cases  occurred. 

The  first  cases  came  to  light  over  a  week-end  in  early  May, 
and  it  seemed  that  each  of  them  had  consumed  pastries  from  the 
same  bakery.  Cases  continued  to  occur  over  the  next  few  days,  and 
these  confirmed  the  initial  impression.  Subsequent  investigations 
at  the  bakery  showed  that  some  of  the  employees  had  been 
affected  themselves. 

Several  cases  required  admission  to  hospital,  and  a  few 
remained  positive  for  two  to  three  months.  Some  of  the  latter  were 
food  handlers  and  had  to  be  kept  off  work  during  this  time.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 


During  the  course  of  the  year,  public  sessions  were  held  at 
various  sites  in  the  South  Gloucestershire  area,  including 
Marshfield,  Chipping  Sodbury  and  Downend.  In  additions.  Units 
also  visited  many  of  the  industrial  concerns,  where  the  response 
of  the  employees  is  usually  very  satisfactory.  Some  idea  of  the 
work  may  be  seen  from  the  following  table.  One  would  like  to  see 
a  better  response  at  public  sessions.

Bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  are  taken  at  intervals 
throughout  the  district  —  from  both  public  and  private  supplies. 
Two  wells  in  the  Warmley  Rural  District  were  closed. 


Apart  from  trouble  which  occurred  in  the  Hencliffe  Woods 
supply  and  which  is  described  later  in  the  report,  only  the  normal 
treatment,  varying  with  the  source,  was  necessary  to  combat  any 
possible  contamination. 


No  source  is  likely  to  give  a  plumbo-solvent  water. 


Results  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  its  sources  of  supply,  both  before  and  after  treatment 
are  shown  in  the  following  table.  (An  example  of  a  similar 
analysis  of  the  Hawkesbury  supply  appears  under  that  heading). 


The  company  regrets  that  owing  to  administrative  changes  it 
is  not  possible  to  provide  this  information  on  a  parish  basis.

WATER  SCHEMES 

Yate  Lower  Common 

This  scheme  comprises  the  laying  of  approximately  2,350 
yards  of  4"  diameter  main  from  New  Road  in  the  Rangeworthy 
Parish  to  Hall  End,  Frith  Lane,  Wickwar. 

The  cost  is  estimated  at  £5,055  and  will  serve  six  farms  and 
five  cottages.  The  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Gloucestershire 
County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment.  Consent  of  the  County  Council  is  however  subject  to  the 
proviso  that  the  scheme  will  be  substantially  grant  aided. 


Ashwicke  —  Parish  of  Marshfield 

This  scheme  originally  formed  part  of  the  extensions  from 
Marshfield  to  Cold  Ashton,  completed  in  1957.  It  was  deferred  at 
that  time  as  an  economy  measure,  being  thought  expensive  and 
serving  only  a  limited  number  of  properties. 
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The  principal  consumers  were  to  be  the  St.  Joseph’s  Approved 
School  who  in  the  year  under  review  made  arrangements  for  an 
independent  supply  thus  reducing  the  revenue  on  which  the 
Council’s  contribution  had  been  calculated. 

The  present  proposals  provide  for  the  laying  of  420  yards  of 
3"  main  and  1,467  yards  of  4 "  main  from  the  water  tower  at 
Marshfield  terminating  at  a  point  in  line  with  Ashwicke  Grange 
Farm.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £5,909. 

Westerleigh  Hill 

This  is  an  extension  of  the  main  from  the  junction  of  Waple> 
Road  with  Codrington  Road  along  the  Codrington  Road  towards 
Bristol  and  terminating  at  a  point  in  line  with  Cliff  Farm.  The 
total  length  of  the  4"  main  proposed  is  1,480  yards  and  the 
estimated  cost  £4,070.  The  properties  to  be  served  will  be  one  farm 
and  four  cottages. 

Cliff  Farm  Lane,  Westerleigh  Hill 

This  scheme  consists  of  233  yards  of  4"  main  and  170  yards 
of  3"  pipe  to  be  laid  from  the  terminating  point  of  the  main  at 
Westerleigh  Hill  mentioned  above. 

It  will  serve  one  house  and  one  cottage  and  is  estimated  to 
cost  £944. 

Frampton  End  Lane,  Iron  Acton. 

The  proposal  in  this  case  is  to  lay  413  yards  of  3"  main  from 
the  B.4058  Highway  along  Frampton  End  Lane  to  Brake  Farm 
on  the  South  side  of  the  River  Frome.  The  estimated  cost  is 
£1,364,  and  the  main  will  serve  two  houses  and  one  farm. 

Bagstone,  Parish  of  Wick  war 

The  purpose  of  this  proposal  is  to  provide  the  remaining 
properties  along  Wotton  Road  up  to  the  Thombury  boundary 
with  a  piped  supply  of  water.  An  extension  of  863  yards  of  4" 
main  will  complete  the  scheme  through  from  Iron  Acton  and  will 
serve  a  further  five  cottages  and  two  farms.  The  estimated  cost 
is  £2,347. 


The  Golden  Valley,  Newpit  Lane  and  parts  of  Upton  Cheyney 
and  Beach,  all  within  Warmley  Rural  District,  are  still  without 
main  supplies.  The  possibility  of  providing  this  amenity  should 
receive  serious  consideration. 
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Hawkesbury  Water  Supply 


The  Council’s  pumping  station  at  Kilcot  Valley  has  once 
again  worked  satisfactorily  for  the  past  twelve  months  and  during 
that  period  the  only  interruptions  to  the  supply,  which  resulted  in 
only  a  few  outlying  properties  being  without  water  for  a  short 
time,  were  due  to  two  breakdowns  on  the  pumps  and  two  bursts 
on  the  mains. 

The  first  breakdown  was  during  June  when  several  teeth  on  the 
large  cog  wheel  of  the  ram  pump  were  broken  off  late  one  after¬ 
noon,  but  new  ones  were  braised  on  and  pumping  recommenced 
within  24  hours;  and  the  second  in  October  when  the  driving  shaft 
on  the  same  pump  snapped.  A  new  shaft  was  turned  and  tempor¬ 
arily  re-assembled  the  same  day  to  enable  the  reservoirs  to  be 
filled  before  the  repair  was  finally  completed  the  following 
morning.  The  two  bursts,  one  being  on  the  rising  main  to 
Hawkesbury  Reservoir,  were  due  to  defective  joints,  found  by 
walking  the  mains,  a  practice  which  is  carried  out  weekly,  and 
repaired  promptly  with  no  inconvenience  suffered  by  the 
consumers. 

Several  minor  repairs  were  also  effected  from  time  to  time  and 
the  regular  quarterly  examination  of  the  machinery  by  a  recog¬ 
nised  firm  of  engineers  and  the  insurance  company  revealed  no 
further  items  requiring  attention. 

Routine  flushing  of  all  dead  ends  has  been  the  only  action 
taken  in  respect  of  contamination  and  although  samples  of  both 
raw  and  treated  water  has  proved  highly  satisfactory,  chlorination 
was  carried  out  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  consumption  of  approximately 
5%  over  last  year  with  a  total  of  32.440,560  gallons,  and  double 
the  amount  pumped  in  1951,  but  the  rest  level  of  the  water  in  the 
well  is  still  18  feet  from  the  top  of  the  bore  hole.

Hencliffe  Woods /Hanham  Mills  Supply 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Statutory  Undertakers 
agreed  that  they  would  take  over  this  supply.  Difficulties  arose 
after  episodes  of  vandalism  at  Hencliffe  Woods  had  caused 
damage  to  the  break  pressure  tank  leading  to  several  weeks  of 
anxiety  over  the  supply.  At  one  stage,  all  householders  were 
advised  to  boil  water  and  emergency  tanks  were  laid  on.  Later  a 
new  temporary  tank  was  installed,  resulting  in  improved  purity, 
and  boiling  notices  were  withdrawn.  Subsequent  bacteriological 
samples  have  given  satisfactory  results.  It  is  the  Company’s 
intention  to  build  a  new  permanent  break  pressure  tank. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Yate/Frampton  Cotterell  Link  Sewer 

In  1950  a  sewer  was  laid  along  the  valley  of  the  River  Frome 
to  the  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  Mangotsfield  Urban  District 
Council  at  Moorend,  Winterbourne.  The  branch  sewers  connected 
to  this  trunk  main  serve  the  parishes  of  Winterbourne,  Frampton 
Cotterell,  Iron  Acton  and  part  of  the  Parish  of  Westerleigh. 

A  scheme  to  connect  this  drainage  area  to  the  Bristol  system 
has  been  in  progress  for  six  months  and  will  be  completed  in 
1964.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  design  of  this  sewer  for  the 
discharge  of  sewage  from  the  parishes  of  Yate  and  Sodbury. 

The  Nibley  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Yate  are  overloaded 
and  extensions  to  these  works  would  be  necessary  to  cope  with 
the  additional  flow  from  new  development  in  that  area.  The  site 
is  not  suitable  for  extension  and  due  to  inadequate  dilution  in  the 
River  Frome,  any  proposal  to  this  end  would,  from  a  purification 
point  of  view,  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  valley  sewer  serving  the  parishes  of  Winterbourne, 
Frampton  Cotterell  and  Iron  Acton  is  constructed  as  far  as  a  point 
adjacent  to  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Frampton  Cotterell.  It  is  proposed 
to  extend  this  sewer  along  the  valley  past  Cog  Mill  and  thence  to 
Iron  Acton,  connecting  the  existing  pumping  main  which  serves 
Iron  Acton.  The  sewer  will  continue  up  the  valley  of  the  River 
Frome  to  the  Nibley  Works  providing  en-route  for  a  connection 
of  the  Mays  Hill  area  and  for  a  branch  up  North  Road,  Yate.  A 
further  branch  will  serve  proposed  new  development  in  the 
Rodford  area  of  Westerleigh.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is 
£307,200. 


Horton 

This  scheme  provides  for  the  length  of  approximately 
2,655  yds.  of  sewer  to  serve  the  village  of  Horton  and  for  the 
construction  of  a  disposal  works  at  the  north  end  of  the  village 
near  the  Little  Avon  river.  The  cost  is  estimated  at  £12,000. 


Cold  Ashton 

The  transfer  to  the  Council  of  an  existing  private  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Cold  Ashton  has  provided  an  opportunity  to 
extend  the  sewerage  system  of  the  village  to  serve  15  properties 
in  addition  to  those  already  connected.  The  accepted  tender 
amounts  to  £3,796. 
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Extension  of  Old  Sodbury  Sewerage  Scheme 

This  extension  would  serve  some  five  dwellings  at  Old 
Sodbury,  the  approximate  length  of  the  extension  being  600  yards 
starting  from  a  point  west  of  the  A.432  Highway  and  connected 
to  the  new  sewer  in  Chapel  Lane.  The  cost  is  estimated  £2,300. 
This  scheme  will  not  proceed  unless  the  owners  are  prepared  to 
connect. 


Watery  Lane,  Doynton 

It  is  proposed  to  combine  this  extension  with  the  scheme  for 
Old  Sodbury  and  complete  the  work  under  one  contract.  The 
extension  along  Watery  Lane  in  the  Doynton  village  would 
provide  main  drainage  to  one  farm  and  five  cottages.  The 
estimated  cost  is  £2,745. 


Sewerage  Schemes  General

The  Council  have  considered  a  tender  from  the  Avonmouth 
Plant  and  Construction  Company  Limited  for  an  extension  of  the 
Winterbourne  Scheme  to  serve  properties  at  Bury  Hill.  The 
amount  of  the  tender  is  £3.937  but  further  details  as  to  the  design 
are  being  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 


RAG  FLOCK 

AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

The  position  has  not  changed  regarding  the  number  of 
premises  licensed  in  the  district  to  manufacture  rag  flock  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The  factory  did  suffer  a  certain  amount 
of  damage  as  the  result  of  a  fire  disaster,  but  after  repairs  resumed 
production  thus  giving  the  total  number  of  licensed  factories  as 
one. 


The  registered  premises  still  remain  at  two  and  continue  the 
business  of  upholstery  using  sterile  flock.  There  was  no  cause  for 
complaint  or  action  by  the  authority  during  the  year  under 
consideration.

The  bulk  of  the  other  foods  condemned  as  listed  above  again 
came  from  wholesale  premises  at  Stover  Road,  Yate  where  the 
tinned  and  other  goods  are  surrendered  against  the  issue  of 
appropriate  notes  and  the  various  articles  disposed  of  to  the 
Council’s  tip  where  they  are  buried. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  in  the  area  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  district  and  co-operation  with 
traders  was  such  that  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  informal 
action  or  proceedings  against  any  of  them. 


SALE  OF  ICE-CREAM 

Registration  of  new  premises  in  the  area  for  the  sale  of  pre¬ 
packed  ice-cream,  supplied  from  the  depots  of  the  larger  wholesale 
companies,  increased  from  157  to  161  during  the  year  and  there 
were  no  deletions  from  the  register. 

The  activities  of  the  mobile  salesmen  were  closely  watched 
and  no  action  for  infringement  of  regulations  was  found  necessary.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  maintenance  of  the  seven  slaughterhouses  which  con¬ 
tinued  to  function  in  the  area  up  to  the  31st  December,  was 
closely  supervised  during  the  year  under  review.  All  meat  and 
offal  condemned  was  stained  with  acid  green  before  disposal  to 
licensed  traders. 

All  carcasses  were  subject  to  post  mortem  examinations  as 
soon  after  slaughter  as  possible  and  100%  inspection  was 
maintained. 

The  appointed  day  orders  for  this  district  were  made  on  the 
8th  December  1961  coming  into  operation  on  the  1st  January 
1962.  The  immediate  effect  of  this  was  that  five  slaughterhouses 
which  had  been  rendered  fit  to  comply  with  the  new  standards 
were  in  a  position  to  continue  slaughtering  at  the  commencement 
of  the  new  year  whilst  the  two  others  (one  of  which  could  have 
complied  if  the  owner  had  so  wished)  discontinued  slaughtering 
as  and  from  the  31st  December. 

Full  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Preventive  Medicine 
of  the  Bristol  University  regarding  queries  on  meat  and  unsound 
foods  has  continued  to  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  department. 

The  appended  tables  gives  all  relevant  details  of  the  exam¬ 
ination  and  inspection  of  carcasses  and  percentages  of  meat 
condemned. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  much  consideration  and  time 
have  been  given  to  implementing  the  effects  of  the  new  legislation. 
All  sites  were  visited  and  the  terms  of  the  Model  Standards  fully 
explained  to  all  licence  holders. 

As  permanent  planning  permission  was  not  granted  for  the 
majority  of  existing  sites,  licences  issued  by  this  authority  were 
made  out  to  coincide  with  the  expiration  of  the  planning  consent. 
This  of  course  has  led  to  difficulty  in  getting  full  compliance  with 
the  Model  Standards,  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  future  of  the 
sites. 


However,  where  permanent  permission  was  received,  the 
Council  gave  periods  of,  six  months  in  the  case  of  single  sites, 
and  12  months  for  multiple  sites  to  enable  the  licence  holders  to 
comply  with  the  required  standard. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  eight  multiple  sites 
were  operating  with  accommodation  for  201  caravans.  There  were 
34  licences  issued  to  single  sites.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
caravans  stationed  within  the  district  was  13. 


HOUSING 


Unfit  Houses 

During  the  year  a  further  18  houses  were  dealt  with.  This 
makes  a  total  of  201  under  the  Council’s  Unfit  Houses  Programme. 

There  are  now  70  dwellings  requiring  attention,  but  this  figure 
may  well  be  reduced  as  the  trend  to  purchase  very  old  property, 
with  a  view  to  modernization,  still  persists.

RENT  ACT,  1957 

Five  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
bringing  the  total  number  to  48  since  the  introduction  of  the  Act. 

Six  applications  to  cancel  certificates  were  received  and  three 
were  cancelled  during  the  year.  Two  certificates  were  still  in 
operation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Collection 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour,  employing  six  vehicles  and  21  men. 

At  the  present  time  the  work  load  is  divided  into  39  “Beats”, 
Ten  having  a  weekly  collection.  Twenty-three,  a  fortnightly,  and 
six  a  monthly  collection. 

With  the  continued  development  of  Frampton  Cotterell,  Yate 
and  Winterbourne  areas  it  has  been  decided  to  give  these  Parishes 
—  involving  15  “Beats”,  a  weekly  collection  and  the  monthly 
parishes  will  have  their  collections  accelerated  to  a  fortnightly 
interval. 

With  this  in  view,  one  16-24  cu-yard  capacity  compressor 
vehicle  has  been  ordered  and  is  due  for  delivery  about  the  end  of 
May  1962.  It  is  expected  that  a  further  vehicle  will  be  ordered  in 
the  coming  financial  year  1962-1963  to  cope  with  the  new  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  district  and  the  use  of  the  compressor  type  of  vehicle 
is  expected  to  do  much  to  improve  the  service. 
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Disposal 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  five  tips  and  as  the 
ones  at  Tilton  are  about  finished,  steps  have  been  taken  to  acquire 
two  further  sites,  one  at  the  Old  Brickyard,  Winterbourne  and  one 
at  Rodford  near  Westerleigh. 

The  tipping  is  carried  out  on  the  “controlled”  method  using 
a  Bray  mechanised  shovel.  A  great  deal  of  covering  material  is 
recovered  from  the  older  portions  of  the  tips  where  the  refuse 
deposited  10-15  years  ago  has  rotted  down  and  is  innocuous.

Control  of  rodents  has  been  maintained  by  our  own  efforts,  private 
operators  and  to  a  large  extent  by  “self-treatment”  methods.  The  public 
are  making  use  of  the  Non-coagulant  proprietary  brands  of  poison 
purchased  from  chemists’  shop  and  it  has  been  found  that  when  the  services 
of  the  rodent  operator  are  called  for,  it  is  not  unusual  to  find  that  someone 
in  the  area  is  already  doing  something  about  the  rodents  by  use  of  these 
poisons.  It  is  rarely  that  one  find  older  type  poisons  with  arsenical  and 
phospherous  bases  in  use  except  in  the  case  of  the  skilled  private  operators, 
and  even  then  they  are  only  used  to  vary  the  baits  in  the  case  of 
“difficult”  infestations.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  existing  sewage  works  at  Conham  are  being  “run  down” 
and,  by  arrangement  with  the  Corporation  of  Bristol,  all  sewage 
will  ultimately  discharge  into  the  City’s  trunk  sewers.  The 
conversion  is  being  phased  to  avoid  operational  difficulties. 

Sewers 

(a)  Trunk  Sewers 

The  Kingswood  and  Warmley  Joint  Sewerage  Committee 
have  agreed  to  enlarge  the  trunk  sewer  to  a  capacity  sufficient  to 
meet  the  present  and  future  need  of  both  districts.  The  Consulting 
Engineers  have  already  completed  their  survey  and  contract 
documents  should  be  available  in  1962. 

(b)  Branch  Sewers 

The  Council  are  still  trying  to  get  approval  for  the  provision 
of  branch  sewers  at  North  Common  in  the  Parish  of  Bitton.  It  is 
hoped  that  certain  legal  difficulties  will  be  overcome  and  that  the 
Minister  will  sanction  the  scheme. 

Tenders  have  been  approved  for  the  provision  of  sewers  to 
eliminate  the  existing  cesspool  drainage  in  the  Whittucks  Road 
area,  Hanham.  Work  will  commence  shortly.

CARAVAN  SITES, 

There  are  27  licenced,  and  one  Caravan  Club  registered,  sites 
in  the  District.  No  appeals  or  prosecutions  have  been  made  in 
connection  with  site  licence  conditions. 

Caravan  owners  are  finding  it  difficult  to  secure  a  site  for 
their  vans,  and  it  is  felt  that  there  is  a  real  need  for  a  small 
Council  owned  site.  Caravans  are  frequently  parked  on  waste 
lands,  without  sanitary  facilities,  and  the  Public  Health  Officers, 
when  trying  to  move  them  on,  can  offer  no  assistance  in  the  way 
of  an  alternative  site. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  kerbside  collection  service  has  been  maintained  in 
spite  of  labour  and  other  operational  difficulties.  Alternative 
arrangements  were  made  over  bank  holiday  periods. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  the  Cowhorn 
Hill  Site.  The  temporary  arrangement  made  with  Mangotsfield 
U.D.C.  in  June,  I960,  has  continued,  and  this  has  resulted  in  the 
tip  life  being  substantially  shortened.  The  Council  are  now  seeking 
a  new  tipping  site. 

The  Council,  in  conjunction  with  neighbouring  authorities 
are  actively  considering  the  possibility  of  installing  a  pulverisation 
plant.  Pulverisation  renders  crude  refuse  comparatively  innocuous 
and,  by  reducing  the  volume,  enables  a  greater  amount  of  refuse 
to  be  tipped  in  a  given  space,  without  waiting  for  natural 
consolidation  to  take  place  over  the  years. 

The  paper  sack  system  is  being  evaluated  and,  in  due  course, 
a  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council  for  consideration.  One 
of  the  advantages  of  this  system  is  that  “back  door”  collections 
can  be  operated  with  roughjy  the  same  vehicles  and  labour  force 
as  the  existing  kerbside  system  requires  using  the  conventional 
dustbin.  The  initial  cost  of  the  holder  is  the  greatest  disadvantage. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Rodent  Control  has  progressed  satisfactorily.  Since  the  Rodent 
Operative’s  appointment  has  been  made  full  time,  there  has  been 
a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  effectiveness  of  the  service. 
Annual  contracts  are  now  made  with  business  concerns  and  these 
have  the  effect  of  ensuring  regular  inspection  and  treatment  of 
properties  in  which  vermin  are  most  likely  to  be  present.

The  New  Cheltenham  Storm  Relief  Sewer  was  commenced 
during  the  year,  and  when  completed  will  relieve  the  Northern 
drainage  area  and  prevent  flooding  at  times  of  heavy  rain. 

The  general  sewerage  system  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of 
the  area.  The  sewerage  works  have  been  overloaded  but  at  present 
half  the  sewage  is  diverted  untreated  to  Bristol  sewers  together 
with  the  treated  effluent. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  area,  owned 
by  Warmley  Community  Centre.  The  bath  is  open  air  and  is 
filled  by  spring  water  which  is  treated  by  a  hand  filter  and 
chlorinating  plant.  Periodic  samples  are  taken  which  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

The  Council  are  joint  owners  with  Mangotsfield  U.D.C.  of  a 
new  indoor  swimming  bath  built  during  the  year  at  Soundwell  in 
Mangotsfield  area.

The  Council  offered  alternative  temporary  sites  to 
the  occupiers  with  a  view  to  providing  a  permanent  municipal 
site  at  Frys  Hill. 

Applications  for  sites  in  respect  of  one  caravan  were  refused 
planning  permission  in  a  number  of  cases.  There  are  at  present 
three  sites  of  one  or  more  caravans  that  do  not  require  a  site 
licence  because  they  are  exempt  under  the  Act,  e.g.,  caravans 
used  by  members  of  the  site  Owner’s  family,  and  members  of  the 
Showmans  Guild. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  new  dwellings  occupied  during 
the  year  has  meant  yet  another  re-organisation  of  the  refuse 
rounds.  The  number  of  properties  served  weekly  is  8,695. 

Tipping  continues  at  Tenniscourt  Road  Tip  and  at  present 
negotiations  are  in  hand  between  Kingswood,  Warmley  and 
Mangotsfield  regarding  a  joint  refuse  disposal  plant.

Surface  Water  Drainage. 

Following  an  informal  local  enquiry,  approval  of  surface 
water  schemes  are  awaited  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local 
Government.  The  appropriate  committee  feels,  however,  that  the 
scheme  should  go  out  to  consultants  for  firm  proposals  to  be 
submitted. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Remarks  made  in  previous  reports  still  hold  —  the  over¬ 
loading  of  the  Moorend  Works  leading  to  a  sub-standard  effluent 
from  time  to  time,  and  the  fact  that  when  the  Frome  Valley  Trunk 
Sewer  scheme  is  completed,  the  Moorend  Works  will  become 
redundant.

CARAVANS,  SITES  AND 
CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  1960 

The  existing  caravan  sites  in  the  district  were  brought  up  to 
the  standard  required  under  the  above  Act  but  in  both  cases  only 
slight  improvements  were  necessary.  One  application  to  station  an 
extra  two  caravans  on  an  existing  site  was  refused  on  planning 
grounds. 


HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance. 

Sixteen  houses  were  subjected  to  Demolition  or  Closing 
Order  procedure  during  the  year  and  the  occupants  rehoused.  In 
addition,  the  Council  declared  a  block  of  three  houses  to  be  a 
Clearance  Area,  making  a  total  of  19  properties  in  all. 

The  position,  having  been  dealt  with  with  regard  to  Slum 
Clearance  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  156  houses  were  dealt 
with  between  1955  and  1961.  At  the  start  of  the  five  year 
programme  in  1955,  it  was  estimated  that  only  120  would  be 
dealt  with  during  this  period.  It  might  appear,  therefore,  that  the 
Council’s  slum  clearance  programme  is  almost  complete,  but  the 
problem  is  a  continuous  one,  houses  being  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act  as  and  when  they  are  discovered  and  where  the 
Public  Health  Acts  would  be  of  no  avail. 

New  Houses. 

Sixteen  Aged  Persons  Flats,  with  a  communal  block  and 
laundry,  were  constructed  by  the  Council  in  the  year  ending 
December,  1961. 

Forty-one  private  dwellings  were  constructed  by  private 
developers  in  the  same  year. 

Improvement  Grants. 

Sixteen  applications  for  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 
were  approved  during  the  year,  the  total  amount  of  grant  paid 
being  £3,277.4s.0d.  The  Housing  Act  of  1961  which  offers  an 
inducement  to  owners  in  that  they  are  able  to  claim  12 \%  of 
their  portion  of  improvement  expenditure  as  against  8% 
previously,  does  not  seem  to  have  attracted  more  enquiries. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

Sixty  applications  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants,  mainly 
to  provide  hot  water  facilities  were  received  during  the  year  and 
approved.  The  total  amount  of  grant  paid  by  the  Council  was 
£4,234.  9s.  8d.

Difficulties  over  interpretation  encountered  during  1960  have 
been  largely  overcome  after  correspondence  with  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and  neighbouring  authorities. 

Rent  Act,  1959. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
during  the  year. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  refused 
to  approve  the  scheme  for  a  tip  at  Pucklechurch.  The  Cowhorn 
Hill  tip  is  still  used  for  refuse  disposal,  but  for  the  future  we  are 
awaiting  the  outcome  of  consultations  with  adjoining  Authorities. 

Our  vehicle  fleet  is  still  being  kept  up  to  date  and  a  dustless 
loading  vehicle  has  been  in  service  since  October  last  year.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  Soundwell  Bath  was  built  as  a  joint  enterprise  between 
Kingswood  and  Mangotsfield  Urban  District  Councils,  and  was 
opened  on  the  9th  September,  1961.  The  pool  itself  is  110  feet 
long  by  42  feet  wide.  The  filtration  plant  is  capable  of  circulating, 
filtering  and  treating  the  whole  contents  of  the  pool  once  every  3J 
hours,  the  capacity  of  the  pool  being  210,000  gallons.  Five  certical 
air  scoured  pressure  filters  are  used  each  of  8  ft.  diameter. 
Agitation  is  by  compressed  air  through  a  single  graded  bed  of 
filtering  media,  3  ft.  in  depth. 

Automatic  alum  and  soda  dosing  equipment  is  provided  as  a 
means  of  injecting  into  the  main  delivery  line  the  correct  amount 
of  chemical  per  gallon  of  water  circulated.  Three  water  circulating 
pumps  are  installed,  and  capable  of  delivering  30,000  gallons  per 
hour.  Under  normal  bathing  conditions  two  pumps  will  be  used 
with  one  held  in  reserve. 

Aeration  of  the  water  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a  self- 
induction  type  aerator,  and  the  temperature  of  the  water  in  the 
pool  is  maintained  by  a  thermostatically  operated  calorifier  situated 
in  the  delivery  system,  so  that  the  pool  water  is  heated  after  it  has 
been  filtered  and  before  it  has  been  aerated.  Vacuum  type  gas 
chlorinator  equipment  is  used  to  inject  chlorine  to  the  circulating 
water  by  means  of  an  electrically  driven  pump. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  taken  for  analysis  up 
to  the  end  of  the  year  proved  very  satisfactory.
